Buck-Passing” On Hutterite Problem 

The Hutterian Brethren seem to be operating on 
the principle that if enough applications to establish 
new colonies are made, a few at least will be approved. 

The application presented last week to the Al¬ 
berta Communal Properties Control Board by the 
Miami Hutterian Brethren of Magratli to establish a 
6,500 acre colony south-west of Vulcan is but the 
latest in a steady flow of applications for approval of 
the establishment of new Hutterite colonies. 

The Communal Properties Control Board has an 
unhappy and thankless task and there appears to be 
no clear-cut policy laid down for it to follow. The lack 
of strong, decisive action by the provincial govern¬ 
ment in dealing with the Hutterite problem is hard to 
understand. If the federal government disclaims all 
responsibility, it would appear to be a provincial pro¬ 
blem and the general public is becoming thoroughly 
fed up with the buck-passing of both federal and pro¬ 
vincial government representatives who are generally 
in attendance at the board hearings. 

Steps should be taken now to ensure that the 
Hutterite people will, in time, be assimilated. If special 
privileges granted them by the federal government 
when they immigrated to Canada are still in effect, 
then it would appear to be a federal responsibility to 
review, revise or revoke such privileges. But educa¬ 
tion, we understand, is a provincial responsibility and 
the first and most important step leading to the 
eventual integration of these people should be the 
abolishing of colony schools and the attendance of 
Hutterite children at regular schools. 

We anticipate strong opposition to the applica¬ 
tion for approval of the establishment of a new 
colony near Kirkcaldy. Under present conditions a 
Hutterite colony is not a welcome addition to a dis¬ 
trict. Add to this feeling the thought that this land, 
at normal prices, could otherwise possibly be acquired 
by and support several families of young farmers, 
and the resentment of both farmers and townspeople 
is understandable.
